The levy on real. property is 
evenly divided for collection 
during the two periods, al- 
though the tax on personal 
property secured by real prop- 
erty, will be collected exelu- 
sively in the first half of taxes, 
thus accounting for the larger 
charge to be collected before 
Dee.

Governor Keeps Promises 


(Petaluma Argus) 

When Governor Richardson assumed office 
he announced that he proposed to do his duty 
by the people regardless of his own political 
future. He has kept that promise to the let- 
ter. ‘His veto record alone is ample proof that 
he has done so. The easy course would have 
been to sign practically all the bills sent to 
him by the Legislature—as his predecessor 
did—but that. is not Governor Richardson’s 
way of doing. things. He determined to do 
his duty—not politics—in exercising the veto 
power. Each bill stood on its own bottom. He 
signed or vetoed -a measure according to 
whether in his* opinion it was or was not for 
the best interest of all the people. He lis- 
tened to arguments by groups of citizens who 
would profit by a particular bill, but the po- 
litical power of such groups did not secure 
the approval of a bill that was not, in the 
Governor’s opinion, for the best interests of 
al Ithe people or of the state. 

Independence of this sort is all too rare in 
this country. We have too many weak sis- 
ters—self-seekers and political parasites—in 
publie office. This is particularly true when 
it comes to legislation, Legislatures of the 
future will continue to grind out laws by the 
wholesale, without much regard to merit or 
the publie welfare. The only way to stop this 
flood of new legislation is'to elect governors 


to

LEGION NOTES 


, One of the last acts of the na- 
tional Legion convention at 
Omaha -was the unanimous de- 
claration for a mobilization of all 


the country’s resources—wealth 


and material, as well as men—in 
the event of 
of the far-seeing students 
of the organization, this was con- 
sidered the outstanding achieve- 
ment of the convention. 

If adopted as a national policy, 
which was suggested by President 
Coolidge in his address, some of 
the Legion leaders believe that, 
except in defense against invas- 
ion, this policy would do more to 
discourage war propaganda than 
all the leagues of nations and in- 
ternational courts put together. 

Entire Field Embraced 

The scope of the resolution, ap- 
proved with a road of approvak 
embraces the entire field of hu- 
man activity in the United States. 
Literally enforced it would at 
once, in the event of another war, 
pool the full resources of the na- 
tion, including not only manufac- 
ture and money, but the _ food- 
stuffs. It would immediately place 
the farms of the country under 


another war. By 
many 


the commander-in-chief of the 
forces, with absolute authority to 
fix the price of all farm products. 
It would place at the disposal of 
the arms of national defense every 
S and every factory for the 


production of war material, and 
would put all forces on practically 
the same basis—the bank presi- 
dent, the worker in essential in- 
dustries and the men in the com- 
batant organizations. 

Its ultimate effect, the propon- 
ents believe, would be.to elimin- 
ate profiteering in war from any 
source, 

And with that incentive elimin- 
ated, not- only in manufacture but 
in agriculture, it is believed by 
many here who have made history 
in this convention that the chances 
of another war, except in case of 
repulsing invasion, will be great- 
ly lessened. 

Strikes at War 

Many of the Legionnaires are of 

the opinion that in laying down 
this policy the Legion: has, in a 
very practical way, struck the big- 
gest blow against another war 
since the armistice was signed. 
: John R. McQuigg of East Cleve- 
land, Ohio, was elected national 
commander. He defeated Howard 
|fidvage of Chicago and Edwin 
Stafford of New York. Only one 
ballot was taken, then it was 
made unanimous. 

MecQuigg saw his first service 
during the Spanish-American War. 
During the World War he served 


with the 112th Engineers in France. 


and was wounded during fighting 
in the Argonne. In private life he 
is a banker and an attorney.

T frequently, plays havoc with 
ores patience, and not infre- 

quently with one’s budget, to find 
that the curtains one expected so 
much of have proven a failure, or 
have, unexpectedly, gone to pieces 
in the laundry or’ the cleaner’s 
hands. And one day the idea of 
making one’s own drapes and cur- 
tains will present itself in the light 
of an economy, assuring just the 
right . proportion of fabric and 
color. ; ; 

It is a painstaking, not a simple 
task, this curtaining one’s windows, 
but it Is fascinating and rich in re- 
sults. And if you study the win- 
dows you are to decorate you will 
find that the possibilities are great. 
The size of the window may. be. 
made smaller or greater as propor: 
tion demands by both placement 
and arrangement of glass curtains, 
draperies and valances. And color 
may be depended upon to brighten 
a dark room or subdue a too sunny 
one. | 

The window may be made small- 
er by Tetting the hangings cover it 
and larger by extending the rods 
beyond -it. Light colors br en 
and increase the size of a room, 
| while dull colors have the opposite 
, effect. And if you wish. to carry 
| the idea further, remember that 
| figured curtains are not good taste 
| with a figured wallpaper, They 
' should be contrasted with plain pa- 
| per and‘plain colors with no pat- 
‘tern used with a figured paper. 
| You may have hangings that 
| omit the valance or you may have 
/a valance with no hangings; either 

way is a change from the stereo- 
| typed idea of the two together. The 
| usual procedure is. to. have. glass 
/ curtains, which reach just below 
| the sill and are made of net, dotted 
|swiss or marquisette, and over- 
drapes of some sort—-chintz, cre- 
tonne, tapestry or brocade. Re- 
member that ‘the gay chintzes and 
eretonnes brighten the room and 
| make it homey. ‘They are the most 
satisfactory overdrape materials. 

In hanging these curtains and 
drapes use the double rods so that 
the material will hang evenly and 
can be adjusted satisfactorily. If 
your. side drapes. are wniined, 
weight them, covering the weights 
with a piece of the fabric, and if, 
when lined they do not hang prep- 
erly sew a weight between the cur- 
tain and its lining,
